REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT FOR 1971 


1971 was a very busy year for the police department. The de- 
partment answered about the same number of calls as in 1970; 
however alarge number of the calls were of a more serious nature. 
For example I feel sure that everyone will recall that on January 
9, 1971 the nude — frozen body of a young girl was found near 
the road on the Lower Bragdon Road. This case has been under 
intensive investigation since that date, and I am in hopes that it 
will be presented to a Grand Jury before this report is published. 

This investigation has progressed only through the many — 
many man hours of all area law enforcement officers, and the 
wonderful cooperation of all law enforcement agencies through- 
out the entire country. I would like to extend a special thanks to 
the Maine State Police and the Massachusetts State Police, with- 
out whose undivided attention to this case it may never have been 
‘ready to present to court. A great number of calls re this case 
were handled by all the officers of this department and by the 
firemen at the Wells Corner Fire Station that are not reflected 
in the total calls for the year. 

The Maine Chiefs of Police Association held their summer 
meeting in Wells in June with over 100 persons in attendance, 
and I have heard nothing but favorable comments about Wells 
from members of this group. I would like to extend my thanks, 
and the thanks of the Maine Chiefs of Police Association for all 
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the cooperation shown me in making the arrangements for this 
meeting and to those people who donated both their time and 
services to its success, also a special thanks to Robert K. Brown 
for the use of a bus to take the ladies of the association on a tour 
of the local area. 

Much less department time was spent on dog and cat com- 
plaints during 1971 due to the ge ti of a very active and 
cooperative dog officer. 

Very few problems were experienced at Wells Beach this past 
summer due in part to the fact that only one dance was held at 
the beach during the entire season. 

Three federal grants have been approved for this department 


during the past year, and the approval of a fourth grant is pend-— 


ing at this time: 


. Set of Maine State Statute Books 

. Three Mobile Radios 

. Three Portable Radios with Chargers 

. (Pending Approval) A Cushman Police Vehicle 
to be used during the summer at Wells Beach 
to relative a regular cruiser for use as needed in 
town for all types of calls during the busy sum- 
mer season. 


These grants are 75% Federal Monies and 25% Town Monies 
and are awarded under the Omnibus Crime and Safe Streets Act 
of 1968. There are large amounts of Federal Monies available 
through various Federal Agencies and I feel that all town depart- 
ments should take full advantage of these grants for the purchase 
of necessary equipment and the hiring of some types of man pow- 
er and in doing so saving the local tax payer 75% of the cost of 
these various projects. 

A new law was passed in the 105th Legislature (Title 25 Sec- 
tion 2805) that requires all full time police officers hired after 
September 23, 1971 to attend a 6 weeks training session at the 
Maine Law Enforcement and Criminal Justice Academy some- 
time within the first year of their employment. The 105th Leg- 
islature also passed a law requiring overtime pay for employees 
working over a 40 hour work week, there is however an exemp- 
tion in this law for certain types of municipal employees, how- 
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ever all but a few of the Municipal Employees in Wells have a 
40 hour work week at this time and I would like to see the town 
adopt a 40 hour work week for all its. employees to bring them 
in line with their fellow employees and other local and State 
Government Agencies re this matter. 

During the year several Bomb threats were received by the 
Wells School, and other types of harassing telephone calls have 
been received by citizens on their private telephones. These have 
been very satisfactorily resolved by the fine cooperation of the 
New England Telephone Company through their assistance in 
tracing the origin of these calls. 


A committee has been appointed to look into a communica- 
tions center for Wells, and I fee] that this is a must for the very 
near future, as the necessity for a 24 hour answering service and 
the installation of a teletype system to tie the police department 
into the present national system is an important step in the right 
direction toward a more efficient police department and fire de- 
partment operation in Wells. If this communication center be- 
comes a reality the operators at such a center could monitor an 
alarm system, and burglar and other types of alarms could be 
installed by businesses and the general public at a nominal cost 
to the subscriber. This would be a big aid in the apprehension of 
of a criminal as the police would know when the crime was in 
progress and not be notified 8 — 12 hours later when an owner 
opens his store, etc., for business and discovers the break. All of 
these systems however must be monitored on a 24 hour a day — 7 
day a week basis, and this could be done with the establishment 
of a Communications Center. 

A large number of Breaking — Entering & Larceny complaints 
were received last year, and upon investigation it was found that 
some of the items that had been stolen could not be identified 
even if they were found, the main reason for this being that a 
good description and a list of serial numbers, etc., of the stolen 
items had not been kept by the owner. The best way to remedy 
this is to keep a description of items that includes the make — 
model number — serial number, and a good general overall des- 
cription and keep this list in a place separate from the items, this 
list should cover T.V.’s — Stereos — radios — and appliances. Other 
items that have no numbers such as antiques — furniture — paint- 
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ings, etc., should be photographed, and this can be done very 
easily by taking a couple of shots of each room in your house. 
(If possible these photos should be in color — such as color Pola- 
roid.) 3 : 

I would again like to thank all Municipal Officials, Municipal 
Departments, and all law enforcement agencies for their fine co- 
operation; they have all been willing to assist in any way possible 
at any time. | | | 

In closing, again as in the past it has been a pleasure to serve 
the citizens of Wells as Chief of Police.

REPORT OF WELLS SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Wells: 


This is my first report since assuming the office of Superinten- 
dent of Schools on July 1, 1971. I would like to thank Mr. 
Philip P. Grover who retired as your Superintendent of Schools 
for the many kindnesses and courtesies he extended to me during 
my first weeks in Wells. He will be remembered by all for the 
hard work and expertise which he brought to the position during 
his six-year tenure. I also wish to thank Mrs. Drusilla Hill, secre- 
tary in the school office, for the help she gave me before her move 
to our neighboring state. It has been a pleasure to me to meet 
and work with an excellent staff in the schools of the Town. I am 
proud to be associated with such a dedicated and talented group 
of people: teachers, custodians, lunch workers, aides, and secre- 
taries. The children appear to be eager to learn and I have found 
a high level of interest in the school system among the parent and 
non-parent citizens. 

With this climate in mind, I wish to report that your school 
committee has begun a study of a school administrative district 
with the Town of York and if the study reveals that such a district 
would be feasible, a recommendation for a vote of the citizens of 
both towns may be made. A principle consideration in such a 
proposal is, of course, the growing school enrollment in the Town 
of Wells as in York and the need for some additional learning 
space in both towns. 

Maintenance of the physical plant has been hampered this past 
year due to a cutback in last year’s budget and lack of manpower 
to clean and operate the buildings, to repair the many mechanical 
_ systems, and to do needed maintenance work. Two employees pro- 
vided by funds under the Federal Emergency Employment Act 
have given great assistance to the talented crew. It is hoped that 
the services of these two people will continue and one more cus- 
todial worker will soon be made available so that the plant can be 
maintained with the least possible long-term cost. 

Academic progress at all levels has been satisfactory during the 
year as evidenced by the standardized testing program on a group 
basis. New ways of reaching and teaching students who are ex- 
periencing difficulty in learning have been developed by the staff. 
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Much. of the success of this program has been due to the aides 
who are able to work either with a few students themselves or to 
relieve the teachers of clerical details and duties so that the teach- 
ers can assist some of the children. 

Nearly 50 percent of last year’s graduating class enrolled in 
institutions of higher learning. Most of them were accepted at the 
institution of their first choice. Reports received from many of | 
these schools indicate that these students, in general, have enjoyed 
a successful first semester which tends to confirm the success of 
the high school curriculum in college preparation.

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REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SUPERVISOR 
To the Superintendent of Schools: 


The hiring of four aides has given a tremendous boost to the 
program of the elementary schools of Wells. One aide has been 
placed in the Ogunquit School who works with Grades 1-4. At 
Wells Elementary School one serves the Kindergarten which has a 
large enrollment, one works with the four divisions of Grades 1 
and 2, and a third aide in this school serves the five divisions of 
Grades 3 and 4. Since expansion space is not available at this time 
and there is crowding in both elementary schools, the aides help 
to relieve the pressure of too large classes and will continue to do 
so until additional learning areas are provided. 

Monies have been made available through a Federal Grant, un- 
der Title I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act. Part 

of this is for use at the elementary level. The grants are based on 
‘concentration of economically deprived students in the school 
system. Wells Elementary School is receiving the money as it has 
a 16% concentration as against Ogunquit Village School’s 2%. 
These funds can be used for handicapped children and a small 
group of educationally deprived children. Some of this money has 
been used to expand the program of the Special Education Class. 
Equipment has been purchased and an aide hired so that this class 
can be expanded from 15 to 20 pupils. 

Also a teacher-tutor has been hired under this grant to work 
with the four or five individuals in each grade who for one reason 
or another never did get started academically. This tutoring will 
be done in the areas of Reading and Arithmetic. 

We have made application for a Federal Grant under Title II, 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act, to finance a new Kin- 
dergarten Reading Program developed by the Southwest Regional 
Laboratory and accepted by the office of the U.S. Commissioner 
of Education after experimental testing in fifteen states. This field 
testing would seem to prove that students get off to a much 
better start in their first year in school. 

I would like to thank the Superintendent, School Committee, 
and Townspeople for their support this past year.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS JUNIOR—SENIOR 
HIGH SCHOOL PROGRAM 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


During this past year the most drastic move in Grades 7-8 oc- 
curred as a building change from the newer Junior High structure 
to the older main building; the main reason being the enrollment 
increase. 

In Grades 10-12 the addition of semester or term subjects in 
English, social studies, art, and science in lieu of year-long subjects 
has transferred to the pupil more opportunity to select courses of 
interest and needs. In art, during this school year, over 200 pupils 
will have pursued the offerings. In science we have added ‘Marine 
Biology’ as a semester subject. In social studies a course called 
‘Comparative Ecomomic Systems of the World’ has been added. 

We filed a two-year report concerning our 1969 accreditation 
by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. One 
hundred and eighty-eight recommendations had been made for us 
to act upon within five years. Ninety-four of these have been 
adopted by the school at this writing. 

Our one gymnasium is going:six days weekly during the winter 
months. It is used daily until 9:00 P.M. or after. Future building 
studies must consider expansion of this facility to meet the re- 
creational needs of our youth. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools and the School 
~Committee for their endeavors to improve our school system.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The year 1971 has been a busy one for the Planning Board. 
We met nearly every Monday night in order to carry out our pro- 
gram. Many of the meetings were held jointly with the Town Man- 
ager, Selectmen, Conservation Committee, Subdivision Developers 
and many others. 

Plans for four new subdivisions were approved during the year. 
A new law, Chapter 454 of the Maine Statutes, (L.D. 1800) was 
passed by the last legislature, which requires a more detailed study 
of plans for a subdivision, both by the Developer and the Plan- 
ning Board. Consideration must be given to lot sizes, type of soil 
where septic tanks will be used, level of the underground water 
table, proximity to lakes, streams and the seashore and many 
other items. This involves considerable more time than in the past. 

Since Wells is a member of The York County Regional Plan- 
ning Commission, we were able to obtain the services of Mr. 
Myron Lamb, professional planner for the Commission, at no ex- 
pense to the Town. He has been invaluable to us when writing 
Ordinances. We are greatly indebted to him for his efforts and 
dedication. 

The Board has drawn up two Ordinances, which we feel the 
Town is badly in need of at this time. An ordinance which will 
regulate the construction and operation of Mobile Home Parks 
and one to cover the construction, location and operation of 
Tenting & Travel Trailer camping areas. Hearings have been held 
and they will be voted on at the regular Town meeting. We have 
an overall Zoning Ordinance nearly completed and if the favor- 
able sentiment continues to grow for it, we shall no doubt pre- 
sent this for hearings during 1972. 

In the early spring, meetings were held with the Town Man- 
ager, Selectmen, Conservation Committee and the Wet Lands Com- 
mission, to discuss an Ordinance to regulate the developement 
and the management of the Harbor. This was adopted by the 
Selectmen after the required hearings. 

The land areas at the Harbor were resurveyed the past year by 
DesRoberts Engineering Company. This was done to re-establish 
the boundaries of the lessees and locate street lines. The old 
markers have been either pulled up, plowed out or buried by the 


53 


sand dumped on the spoils area during the recent dredging of the 
mooring sites. Now new and more permanent markers have been 
installed. A master map has been prepared showing pertinent 
information which will be needed as the Harbor grows. The map 
proved invaluable in producing the detailed plan required by the 
Army Engineers and Wet Lands Commission, at the time they 
issued the permit to fill the area for the new small boat ramp, | 
bordering the entrance to the Pier. It will prove useful at the 
time the Federal Government seeds the spoils section. 

We have been instrumental in getting a longneeded addition to 
the West shore of the Harbor, in the form of a small boat launch- 
ing ramp, which will be located to the left of the entrance to the 
Pier. This will hopefully be completed for this seasons use. This — 
should not only be a convenience to the small boat owner, but it 
will relieve the heavy traffic problem on Atlantic Avenue. Ample 
parking is available for the boat trailers adjacent to the ramp. 

After several meetings with the Town officials and the Federal 
Conservation representatives, it was decided to have the Harbor 
spoils section seeded and landscaped. This will be done by the 
Government at very little expense to the Town. There will be 
walks for the public and a section set apart for the nesting of the 
rare birds who now frequent the place. The rest will be seeded to 
certain grasses which will hold the sand and prevent most of the 
erosion now going on which necessitates frequent dredging of the 
Harbor. The Town will still retain complete control of the area. 

-The members of the Board wish to thank the Town officials 
and others who have given of their time and talents during the 
past year. Our appreciation is extended to Mrs. Ruth Stackhouse, 
who has served as our Recording Secretary at all meetings.

WELLS HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


The Wells Home Health Agency has added to its staff, Mrs. 
Doris Clark, R.N. who is employed part time. Mrs. Clark is not 
new to the Agency. She also helped out on a part-time basis in 
1970. The demands on the health nurse has been increasing over 
the past few years. Instructional meetings and educational insti- 
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that must be attended involve time. Also the office work, records 
and reports etc. that are required has greatly increased, making 
it necessary to employ more help. 

1219 home visits were made during 1971: 1096 of these for bed- 
side nursing care. Other visits were made for follow-up care of 
communicable diseases, health conferences and social problems. 

The Well Baby Clinics which are sponsored by the Wells-Ogun- 
quit Health Association were held monthly and. were well attended. 
Physical examinations and immunizations are offered to all in- 
fants and preschool children. 

The Wells-Ogunquit Health Association also sponsored the 
vision screening for the kindergarten classes in Wells and Ogun- 
quit. The screening was done by Dr. David Upton, Optometrist. 
The parents were notified if any impairment was suspected. A 
follow-up is required on each notice that is sent home 
and a report sent to the Department of Health and Welfare. Be- 
cause of the increased school enrollment, this task has become 
more difficult to accomplish each year. In December, Mrs. Bar- 
bara Simpson, president of the Wells-Ogunquit Health Asso., sol- 
icited volunteers to participate in a training program for hear- 
ing and vision screening. Many thanks to Dr. Upton who offered 
his time to train the volunteers in the use of the Titmus Vision 
Tester. The screening in the schools will be done by volunteers 
in the 1971-1972 school year. Any tests that are questionable will 
be re-tested by the school nurse. This program was also recom- 
mended by the Special Committees on Vision and Hearing Prob- 
lems. ; 

__ Physical examinations have been offered at school expense to 
the first, fourth, seventh and ninth grade students each year. 
The parents of the students who do not wish to take advantage 
of this service are requested to have their children. examined by 
their family. physician and send the results to school to be incor- 
porated in the student’s health record. All students who partici- 
pated in athletic activities were given a physical at least once 
during the year. 312 examinations were given at school in 1971. 

Due to a change in policy by the State Department of Health 
and Welfare, tests for tuberculosis were not given to school chil- 
dren last. fall. Tine tests were offered to all school personnel in 
December. 
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Four immunization clinics were held in April and May. 39 
doses of DPT; 65 doses of DT; 64 smallpox vaccinations and 
and 130 doses of oral polio were given in the Wells and Ogunquit 
schools. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the local physicians and 
dentists who have given generously of their time and advice. Also 
many thanks to town officials, school personnel, the Wells-Ogun- : 
quit Health Association and all others who have contributed to 
our health program.

1971 ACTIVITY REPORT OF THE 
WELLS BEACH HOSE COMPANY 


During the year 1971 the Wells Beach Hose Company was 
called upon a total of 363 times to render emergency service to 
the community. We also issued 384 fire permits for controlled 
burning and beach fires. 

In the spring of 1971 we purchased the deluge gun as approved 
by the taxpayers at the March town meeting. This piece of equip- 
ment has been tested by our Department and has been installed on 
our truck for use when needed at a fire. The order for a new 
pumper as authorized at the 1971 town meeting has been placed 
with the American La France Corp. of Elmira, New York. This 
fire truck will be ready for delivery after the 1972 town meet- 
ing. I hope that every interested resident of Wells will come to 
the Wells Beach Fire Station when this new piece of equipment 
arrives to see what his tax money has purchased. 

During 1971 the Company purchased, at no cost to the tax- 
payers, a 1971 Jeep pick-up to be used in rescue and forest fire 
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fighting at a cost of approximately $4,000.00. We purchased 2 
additional Plectron home radio receivers for use by volunteer 
firemen. Also, in December of 1971, we received word that a 
federal grant application for funds to help with the purchase of 
a new ambulance was approved by the Department of Transport- 
ation, Washington, D.C., under the Federal Highway Safety Act. 
These funds, along with funds raised by firemen on their own 
personal time, and funds received from ambulance calls, will pur- 
chase a new vehicle at a cost of approximately $19,000.00. This 
service is provided by our Department at no cost to the taxpayers. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Wells Beach 
Hose Comrany Ladies’ Auxiliary for the help and co-operation 
they have given the fire department during recent years. Their 
help in assisting us at our Beano games, our annual field day, and 
other company events, is greatly appreciated. 

My thanks also, to all of the volunteer firemen of the Wells 
Beach Hose Company who help to protect life and property in 
the Town of Wells and who make our town a nicer place in which 
to live.

AUDITORS' REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Wells, Maine 


We have examined the balance sheet and related 
statements of operations, changes in fund balances and 
unappropriated surplus of the Town of Wells, Maine, for 
the year ended December 31, 1971. Our examination was 
conducted in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards, and accordingly included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as 
we considered necessary in the circumstances.

TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


Financially, the Town has had another excellent year. We have 
been able to have left-over balances in most accounts; and placed 
extra money into Unappropriated Surplus account, to be used to 
help reduce taxes in 1973. 

This past year, the Assessors had the valuation book prepared 
by computer. This enabled them to send out tax bills a month 
earlier than usual, which resulted in a sizeable reduction in the 
amount of money that had to be borrowed in anticipation of taxes, 
which, of course, saved considerable interest money. 

This, also, is the first year the Town has had tax money early 
enough to be able to have a surplus to invest and draw interest. 
This adds to our revenue and thereby reduces taxes. 

We have recently received considerable money from State and 
Federal Revenue Sharing. This will make it possible for the Town 
to have needed projects that would, ordinarily, be a burden to the 
taxpayer. One such project, we hope, will be a tax-mapping and 
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tax equalization program. We must spend this money wisely so that 
the Revenue program will continue. 

The State is now sponsoring many courses in municipal govern- 
ment through the Bureau of Public Administration under the 
University of Maine, at convenient locations for all areas. 

As Town Manager, I have continually taken these courses for 
the past 3% years. The subjects vary from public relations to muni- 
cipal finances and including tax assessment techniques. 

Many of our Town officials and employees are taking advan- 
tage of these courses, in addition to myself. Two of our Assessors, 
Clifford Moody and Carroll Gowen, and I are now attending a 48- 
weeks course in assessing. By an act of Legislature, this is now a 
requirement to be an Assessor. Margaret Grant, our Public Health 
Nurse, has been taking a course in supervisory practices, during 
the fall months. 

Police and firemen also have been participating in many avail- 
able courses. All new police officers are required by the State Law 
to attend an eight-week basic course. 

I feel that the Town will benefit greatly from the education 
that our Town employees are receiving; and I’m sure the quality 
of Town government will improve by our employees’ willingness 
to increase their knowledge of their jobs. 

The rapid growth of our Town is now becoming a concern of 
many who, until recently, have shrugged it off. It is not the growth 
that upsets them; but the fact that it is unplanned. 

We have many fine business men in Wells and they are all pros- 
perous. But, if we encourage everything to everyone to come here 
and compete with them, it will certainly depress their business 
and valuations accordingly. 

The day has gone when we can say “nobody is telling me what 
to do’. It is now a proven fact that many outside developers, 
coming into Wells, care only about the profits they can reap and 
take home with them. They certainly are telling us what to do in 
a different kind of way. 

I firmly believe in protecting our own people and not worry- 
ing about dragging in more competition. This, of course, applies 
equally to the investment that our home owners have in their pro- 
perty. 

In spite of some of our drawbacks, which every town has, I 


feel we have a good Town and we had better take care of its 
welfare. 
Co-operation and thoughtfulness for each other is the key. 
I sincerely want to thank the Town officials and all the people 
who work with me for their help and dedication to the Town. 
In behalf of them and myself, we all hope you have a very 
successful 1973.

I would like to thank the citizens of Wells for assisting in my at- 
tendance at the International Institute of Municipal Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation conference in Calgary, Canada. 

It was a most interesting conference with some 350 delegates 
from Australia, England, Hawaii, Canada and the United States 
attending. The clerks from Israel were unable to attend, due to 
an internal problem but they had been present in Texas in 1971. 

Many clerks had their families with them and would continue 
on their vacation time, following the Conference which made it 
possible to travel much farther. 

It was interesting and reassuring to a certain extent to find that 
most of our communities (in all countries) had similar problems; 
and we learned of various methods of solving them. 

Canada felt that they had an advantage over many of us in that 
they were younger communities and could profit by mistakes of 
older neighbors. 

I think one of the things that most impressed me (other than 
the fantastic scenery and cleanliness of the air) was that Calgary 
is a community of 400,000 and everyone is boosting the town. 
“Calgary is great’. It is prosperous, it is growing fast, the people 
are young and enthusiastic and they are proud to have people of 
all races settling in Calgary. 

Calgary claims to have more oil wells than Texas now and they 
have a large amount of natural gas as a result — cattle and leather 
business and much building. High rise open garages are every- 
where for parking. 

Most of the delegates were complaining of the severity of 
rulings by ecology groups. 

The delegates were taken on a bus trip to Banff National Park 
and Lake Louise on their one “day off’ and saw the lovely tur- 
quoise color of Lake Louise which is caused by glacial silt in the 
lake. The mountains and glaciers were very high and, in the clear 
air seemed near enough to touch. And everywhere are massed gar- 
dens of flowers. Their colors are very intense and must be caused 
by their nearness to the land of the midnight sun. 

In several large cities in Canada, they are promoting a metro- 
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form of government. When the city has become as large as the 
people and government wish it to be, they establish a wide area 
around the outskirts, of grass or park and allow no building. Then 
smaller communities develop beyond this and, while having a cer- 
tain amount of “local’’ government, also are included in the gen- 
eral administration of the “mother” community. It will be inter- 
esting to watch how this works out. 

I was pleased to represent the Town of Wells as well as the 
State of Maine at this conference and also as 4th vice president of 
the New England Association of City and Town Clerks.

REPORT OF THE WELLS POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the citizens of Wells: 

This is my first report since assuming the position of Police 
Chief for the town of Wells. You will find a difference in this re- 
port from other years in that I have included data that shows 
various crimes and how many have been solved. In addition there 
are statistics that show growth of criminal and department activity. 
You also will note the amount of property in dollars and cents 
that was lost to criminal activity for the year. 

Due to the change over in personnel in April of 1972 the de- 
partment is relatively new as far as personnel are concerned. I feel 
that personnel on the department are as fine as you will find any- 
where. As time goes on, and the officers gain additional experience 
I am sure that we will have one of the finest departments in the 
State. 

Few of us can deny the fact that the town of Wells has grown 
a great deal in the past year and will continue to grow at an 
alarming rate. The police department must «lso grow in order to 
satisfy the ever demanding needs of its citizens. I have classified 
the needs into “priorities”. They are: 

1. The number one priority is the hiring of one additional 
patrolman. The addition of this man will allow the department 
to: a. Spend more time on criminal investigations. I believe that 
up to 30% more crimes could be solved if we had one more man. 
b. Properly patrol and check vacant houses in the winter. c. Pro- 
vide a better system of checking business. d. Will allow for court 
officer so that patrol officer will not have to leave town. e. Initiate 
and implement public safety programs in schools. f. Allow for va- 
cation and sick relief within the department. 

The Wells Police Department currently has a chief and three 
patrolmen. In order to provide 24 hour protection each of the 
patrolmen works four 12 hour shifts leaving two 12 hour shifts to 
be covered by the chief. The chief in addition to two shifts on 
patrol has the following duties: Supervision and review of all acci- 
dents and crime reports, responsible for all of the office record 
keeping and miscellaneous reports; responsible for a large share of 
criminal investigations; responsible for replacing officers that are 
on sick leave. Officers average 2 hours of unpaid overtime per week 
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and the chief averages 59 hours of work per week. Officers work 48. 

2. The number two priority is the expansion of the police de- 
partment physical layout. Currently the entire Department is 
housed in one room and shares a storage room with five other 
town departments. Town employees have to craw] over gum ball 
machines and bicycles in order to get at supplies. The need for 
separate storage facilities, and interview room and evidence room. 
is urgent. | 

3. The third priority is for equipment. This department does 
- not own a camera that is capable of photographing a crime scene. 
Other equipment such as additional armorment and investigative 
equipment is also needed. 

FEDERAL GRANTS —. The application made in 1971 for a: 
three wheeled Cushman vehicle is still in limbo. I was asked to re- 
write the grant application last August. I expect to hear shortly 
whether this grant has been approved. 

On July 13, 1972 we received the three portable radios and 
charger. These items were in constant use during last summer and 
are still being used for routine patrol and other details. 

For the purpose of explanation on the below figures a “Call” 
is a complaint regarding some type of crime made by a citizen or 
officer. The “Report” column reflects those cases where the officer 
made an investigation and report. A “Cleared” case is one where 
arrests were made and or property was recovered, or an arrest was 
not warranted. The differences between the number of reports, 
and the number of cases cleared indicate unsolved cases. You will 
note that the Burglary, Larceny and Vandalism complaints show 
a poor clearance rate compared to other crimes.

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REPORT OF WELLS SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 
To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of Wells: 


This is my second report as your Superintendent of Schools. 
As you have already read in the local press, the largest problem 
facing the town’s educational system is the need for more instruc- 
tional space. The schools at all levels, practically defying the na- 
tional trend, have experienced steady growth since 1968 and with 
all available space in use the only solution for the moment is more 
crowding. In the early fall the School Committee appointed a re- 
presentative group of citizens to assist them in a study of the 
school’s space needs and it is expected that this group, known as 
the Wells School Survey Committee, will in the near future make a 
recommendation to the town for a construction project which 
will alleviate the crowding. This study group will also provide a 
clear direction for organization of the school system to meet the 
growth expected in the next ten to twenty years. 

The town with its beaches and open spaces has continued to 
attract family groups of all ages to establish their homes in the 
town. With the improved highway network and the expansion of 
job opportunities throughout the commuting area, this growth 
pattern is expected to continue. 

One additional teaching space was made available this past year 
by the transfer of the Special Class to Camp Waban. That move 
enabled the expansion of the third grade from three rooms to four. 
An examination of the enrollment report indicates that all ele- 
mentary grades are at or near the 100 pupil mark, making it essen- 
tial that space be provided soon so that four divisions can be made 
for each grade. The Junior-Senior High School will have a gain of 
38 pupils by next fall through the graduation of 61 and the pro- 
motion of 99 pupils from grade six. As has been experienced the 
last few summers, an increase of about 20 students more than 
this number by in-migration is expected. | 

During the past year the School Committee has been joined at 
its regular monthly meetings by two representatives of the high 
school student body. The appointment of the President of the 
Student Council and a member of the Council who must be of 
the opposite sex from the President has brought a new dimension 
to the Committee’s deliberations. These young people, Miss Sybil 
Jamieson and Fred Perkins, have been most helpful in reviewing 
the work of the Committee with their fellow students. 
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The work of the students in the schools has been maintained 
at about the same level as in years past. At the secondary level the 
staff has further developed and defined the differentiated curric- 
ulum offerings which were instituted three years ago. Work is in pro- 
gress toward the re-accreditation of the school by the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges due in 1974. At the elementary 
level a new spelling series was introduced this year and several ' 
innovations leading toward morv individualized instruction were 
begun. 

Maintenance of the physical plant continues to be a problem 
as the buildings grow older. Work is needed on the heat distribu- 
tion system, lighting, and roofs of the older buildings. The athletic 
field and playground area on the Wells Campus need expansion in — 
order to provide sufficient safe play area for the increasing en- 
rollments. Interior painting of the older buildings continued dur- 
ing the summer and it is hoped that the most critical areas can be 
covered in 1973.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

At the end of the first quarter all grades from two through 
six in the Wells Elementary School were changed from homo- 
geneous to heterogeneous grouping. This was done to balance the 
teacher-pupil ratio and cut down room population as much as 
possible. It was done with the consent of the Wells School Com- 
mittee. 

The Special Education Class was moved to Camp Waban at the 
same time. This gave room for a third grade. 

The next school year, 1973-74, we will need six rooms for the 
Sth and 6th grades and will have five. This will mean that there 
will be three 6th grade divisions of 29 each and two divisions of 
5th grade with 35 in each. A floating teacher has been asked for 
to take this pressure off temporarily. 
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In 1974-75, we will need seven rooms and will still have five. 
When this time comes, we will have 35 or more in each 6th grade 
and 35 or more in each Sth grade. 

The above information is for Wells Elementary School. 

The Ogunquit Village School has been stable as far as popula- 
tion is concerned, averaging 175-180. This year did start out with 
33 in the third grade, now down to 28, and 34 in the fourth grade, | 
now down to 29. 

The birth rate has had nothing to do with the population 
growth at Wells Elementary School. The problem is strictly in- 
flux of families from all over the United States. 

Wells Elementary School has had 61 new students from 
September to the present with 4 pupils leaving, and Ogunquit — 
Village School has had 31 pupils moving in and approximately 
16 leaving. 

We wish to recognize the years of excellent service of our two 
teachers who retired this year. They are Mrs. Margaret Belleau, 
Kindergarten, at Wells Elementary and Mrs. Helena Rode, Grade 1, 
at Ogunquit Village School. The many children they have had in 
their classes will remember them with love and respect, as will the 
staff of the two elementary schools. 

I wish to thank the Superintendent, School Committee, and 
citizens of the town for their support this past year.

REPORT OF THE WELLS JUNIOR-SENIOR 
HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 
At this time last year our 9-12 enrollment numbered 290; the 
expected total for the school year 1973-74 will be 350 pupils. 
During this school year an added staff member has taught 
Language Arts and Social Studies for grades 7-12. Next year we 
project a need of an added Math-Science teacher for grades 7-12. 
The standardized test results received this year indicate our verbal 
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scores now are on a par with our mathematics achievement — we 
feel this improvement is directly related to the experienced English 
staff. 

In other departments: Our most popular activity continues to 
be Music, both voca! and instrumental; ten music groups number 
over 200 participants. Our part-time cooperative education teacher 
works on the campus Tuesdays and Thursdays teaching related 
subjects and conferring with pupils. At other times he confers 
with business employers concerning job-learning experiences. 

During this present year we also added Psychology and addi- 
tional sections in Physical Science, Earth Science, and 7-8 grade 
Sciences. 

Our daily major problems continue to be space and equipment — 
two items which the visiting accreditation team designated as 
needing attention. The Science laboratories are antiquated — 
Biology is confined to too small an area; in 7th, 8th, and 9th 
Science the classes for the most part are held in regular class- 
rooms without equipment. Because of overuse of rooms, Science 
teachers are not able to prepare adequately for class experiments 
or demonstrations. Our Science laboratories are also used for 
English and Social Study classes. 

Many of our rooms also present space, light, heat, or instru- 
mental problems. The Art room where 110 pupils per day receive 
instruction is too confined and consequently inadequately equipped. 
The study halls are held in one end of the library which tends to 
be numerically disruptive to the library students. The library it- 
self is spacious but inadequately lighted and heated. The instru- 
mental music instruction is being held in the athletic storage 
room. Our foreign languages laboratory is quite restricted in use 
because its primary use is a classroom — we do not have enough 
space for a separate language laboratory. 

Excellent facilities do exist in Industrial Arts and good arrange- 
ments occur in English, Math, Social Studies, and Physical Educa- 
tion. 

I thank the Superintendent of Schools and the School Com- 
mittee for their continued improvement of our school system.

The authority for issuing these permits is contained in Chapter , 
454 of the Public Laws of Maine of 1971, effective September 23, 
1971, amended 30 M.R.S.A., Section 4956 to provide that no 
public utility . ... or any other utility company of any kind shall 
serve any lot in a subdivision for which a plan has not been ap- 
proved. The required approval must come from the Planning Board 
in your municipality, or if there is no Planning Board, from the ° 
municipal officers. 

The Board, at the request of the Selectmen, appointed a Park- 
ing Committee to make a study of parking facilities in the Town 
and to make recommendations as to action to be taken. 

The Board has held joint meetings with the Selectmen, Conser- 
vation Committee and the Sewer District. 

At present the Board is working on an amendment to the Wells 
Beach Zoning Law. It is hoped that this may be presented to the 
Town this Spring.

REPORT OF WELLS HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


The Wells Home Health Agency was surveyed in September 
for re-certification by a Public Health Specialist appointed by the 
Social Security Administration. The Agency has been recom- 
mended for re-certification but the final approval has not yet 
been received. An extensive evaluation of the present health ser- 
vices, as related to community needs, is now being made as one of 
the requirements of the “Conditions of Participation” under the 
‘Medicare Insurance Program. 

1221 home visits were made in 1972. 1139 of these were for 
nursing care. Other visits were made for follow-up care of com- 
municable diseases, health supervision and social problems. 

The average attendance at the monthly Well Baby Clinic was 
14. Physical examinations'and immunizations were offered to all 
infants and pre-school children. Many thanks to Dr. Endicott for 
her faithful service at these clinics. 

The vision screening in the Kindergarten classes was done by 
_ Dr. David Upton, Optometrist. The vision and hearing screening 
in other grades was done by trained volunteers. Any test that was 
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questionable was re-tested by the school nurse and the parents 
notified if an impairment was suspected. A follow up is required 
on each notice sent home, and a report made to the Superinten- 
dent and to the Department of Health and Welfare. 

Physical examinations were offered to the first, fourth, seventh 
and ninth grades. 325 physicals were given in 1972. All students 
who participated in athletic activities were given a physical at 
least once during the year. | 

34 doses of DPT; 79 doses of DT and 121 doses of oral polio 
were given to students at the school immunization clinics in May. 

Free urine tests were offered to all school personnel and chil- 
dren during Diabetes Week in November. 

A dental clinic which is being sponsored by the Wells-Ogunquit . 
Health Association was started in the fall. About 60 students in 
the third, fourth and fifth grades will be given dental care. 

Flu clinics sponsored by the Wells-Ogunquit Health Associa- 
tion were held in December and January and were well attended. 
Flu vaccine was offered to persons 50 years of age or over at no 
charge; but donations were accepted to help cover the cost of the 
vaccine. 

A well equipped loan closet is maintained by the Wells-Ogun- 
quit Health Association. Hospital beds, wheelchairs, walkers, com- 
modes, crutches etc. are available to the citizens of Wells and 
Ogunquit. Anyone needing such items may inquire by calling 
646-2771 or 646-5664. 

25 educational meetings and workshops were attended by 
either or both Mrs. Clark and myself during the year.

The proceeds from these two events are used to help 
pay the costs of operating the association. A worknight is held at 
the station on Tuesday nights. We have a good turnout at the 
worknights and a lot is accomplished. It gives the men a chance to 
check out the equipment to make sure that it is ready to use at 
any moment day or night. It is also a time that the equipment can 
be taken out and road tested, so the next time that you see a 
piece of fire apparatus being leisurely driven down the street don’t 
jump to conclusions and say “There they go, joyriding again”. 
Someone is only taking a few minutes to make sure that this 
particular piece of equipment is running safely and properly. Re- 
member that for every hour that is spent fighting fire, many hours 
are spent maintaining the equipment, and keeping it ready for that 
hour of need. 

Through the generosity of The Wells Branch Firemen’s Aux- 


ilary, the firemen purchased 16 new firemen’s helmets (which 
we never had before.) 


I would like at this time to thank the firemen, The Wells 
Branch Firemens Auxilary, all the fire departments that have 
assisted us during the past year, and every taxpayer in the town 
of Wells.

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ARBOR COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Arbor Committee prepared an Arbor Day program for the 
elementary School in observance of the 100th anniversary of the 
founding of Arbor Day. Following a short program in the audi- 
torium, the fifth and sixth graders gathered outside for the plant- 
ing of three English Hawthorne trees. These were set.out in mem- 
ory of three former pupils of the school who lost their lives in 
Vietnam. These men were Sgt. Miles Prouty, Wayne Elkins and 
Stephen Gray. 

A fourth memorial tree, a maple, was planted on Marginal Way, 
Ogunquit, near Perkins Cove, in memory of Major Lyle Brooks. 

In all seventy (70) trees were planted last spring. In 1971 
forty (40) were planted and in previous years about 25 each year. 
Most of these were different varieties of maples. 

In accordance with the vote of the Selectmen several years ago, 
new trees have been set out bordering roads or streets, but set 
back on private property to protect the trees from snowplowing, 
salt damage and interference with overhead wires. We ask the pro- 
perty owners to agree to water the trees and protect them from 
damage. Trees must remain where planted and are not to be cut, 
as they belong to the Town. 

The help of Town crews in preparing the holes and planting 
the trees has saved on labor costs, so that more trees could be pur- 
chased. The Tree Warden and a man from the Goodall Tree Com- 
pany supervised the planting of all trees. 

Earlier in the spring, some pruning and dormant spraying was 
done in an effort to save our remaining shade trees. 

Unfortunately, the ash trees were later struck by a blight which 
caused defoliation. It doesn’t kill the trees, but spoils their ap- 
pearance for the season. It had not been a major problem before. 
As a precaution against this in 1973, we recommend a dormant 
spray for ash trees, too. 

In late June and early July, 43 stumps were removed. The 
Town paid $15.00 each for 30 of these which bordered on the 
roads. The others were paid for by the property owners. Where an 
owner has had several stumps along the road to be removed, the 
Town has taken out one or two and owners have paid for the 
others. In this way, more people have been helped. 
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It requires much time to interview home owners and discuss 
the matter of stump removal or of tree planting. Perhaps this ex- 
planation will help. 3 

The remaining elms looked beautiful last spring because the 
leaves were so thick; but by late July, signs of the Dutch elm di- 
sease seemed to burst out everywhere. The extremely wet summer 
probably helped the rapid spread of the fungus growth. It was Gis- 
couraging to see how many more of the stately trees were infected 
and dying. 

In an effort to save the elm trees that remain, a new substance 
was used. (This substance was described in an article in Times 
Magazine last summer). It is called Benomy] and has been used in 
tests for several years by the Elm Research Associates Laboratory. 
Just last summer it was released by the U.S. Government for gen- 
eral use by licensed companies. We hope it will save the elms that 
remain. 

Our Committee has had four or more planning meetings the 
past year.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


The events of the past year have been the cause of many mo- 
ments of frustration and uncertainties to the Board of Trustees. 

At the start of 1972, a well planned schedule of events towards 
the completion of a sewage collection system and treatment plant 
made the future of the District seem bright. 

Final approval was given in May to the revised plans with the 
treatment plant location to be off Edlridge Road on Site No. 2. 
All Agencies: Federal, State and Local agreed to the final plans of 
the entire project at this time, with a provision that a monitoring 
program be initiated. 

The monitoring of the marshlands was started in June by the 
State Environmental Improvement Commission to determine the 
existing conditions. The Wells Sanitary District has signed a writ- 
ten guarantee to install an ocean outfall if and when a harmful 
effect attributed to the treatment plant effluent, could be de- 
tected after the plant was in operation. 

In his review of the Wells Sanitary District’s application for 
Federal and State grants, Mr. Purrington, assistant engineer of the 
EIC, determined that three copies of a standard form should be 
completed and signed by Mr. Lougee of the Southern Maine Re- 
gional Planning Commission to replace the letter of approval that 
we had included with application. Mr. Lougee refused to sign the 
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required forms at this time and, on November 27, 1972, the Board 
received a letter from the SMRPC stating that Mr. Lougee could 
not endorse the plan as presently proposed, withdrawing prior en- 
dorsement. 

The Board of Trustees and Mr. Costello met several times in 
Alfred with the SMRPC and finally agreed to install an ocean out- 
fall. On December 14, 1972, Mr. Lougee signed the State of Maine 
clearinghouse form with the provision that an ocean outfall be 
incorporated. 

The Wells Sanitary District now has approval of all the required 
agencies and the project is proceeding. Our legal counsel, Mr. 
Harrington, is in the process of finalizing the procurement of the 
land at Site No. 2 and the engineering firm of Hayden, Harding & 
Buchanan, Inc., are preparing the working drawing and specifi 
cations to actually construct a collection and treatment system 
for the Town of Wells. 

To clarify the financial picture. The usual procedure is for the 
Town to raise by taxation or bonds, the money required by a 
Sanitary District until such time as the District has its own income. 
The Trustees have stated that they do not intend to ask the tax- 
payers for funds. They plan to borrow money against the District 
until the bonds for financing it can be sold. The State Statutes un- 
der which the Wells Sanitary District was formed, gives to the 
Trustees of the District, this right. If for any reason the Sanitary 
District should become insolvent, the property within the District 
would be required to assume the liability for the District’s debts. 

The Trustees anticipate State and Federal grants forth coming 
in the near future. We do not at this time, anticipate any serious

Notes to Financial Statements 


For the Period Ended December 31, 1972 


Note 1 — Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasitmunicipal corporation 
organized under Title 38, Chapter 11 of the Revised Statutes of 
the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and operating 
a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of 
Wells, excepting the Village of Ogunquit. A certificate of organi- 
zation was issued to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine 
Environmental Improvement Commission. It is managed by five 
trustees elected for staggered three-year terms by the voters of the 
District. The trustees have initiated a Water Pollution Abatement 
Program. At December 31, 1972 a consulting engineering firm 
had been engaged and had performed development work, and 
land for a plant site was in the process of being acquired. The 
original program of some $5,520,000 is expected to be financed 
by $3,770,000 in contributions from federal and state agencies, 
leaving $1,750,000 to be raised by the District. The program has 
been amended to include an ocean outfall at an expected cost of 
$1 million. It is possible to obtain about 70% of this amount in 
federal and state contributions. 


Note 2 — Accounting Policies 


Following is a summary of the significant accounting policies 
of the District: 

Assets and liabilities and costs are recognized on the accrual 

basis of accounting. 


Amounts paid to the consulting engineering firm are included 
as part of the cost of development and construction of the 
physical plant and facilities. 


All administrative expenses and interest expense on loans dur- 
ing the period of development and construction (less income 
earned on unexpected construction funds) are considered to 
be an asset in the nature of organization costs. 
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Note 3 — Notes Payable, Bank 


The Sanford Trust Company has agreed to loan the District 
up to $400,000 at 3.2% interest for as long as a two year period 
ending June 1973. Under the terms of the agreement, interest 
may be paid currently at the discretion of the trustees or may be 
deferred until the end of the financing period. At December 31, 
1972 the trustees had borrowed $100,000.
